HE POINTED OUT that the 
adjoining property owners had 
placed their life savings in homes 
A the valuation of which exceeded 
four million dollars, and that the 
erection of so-called "row hous­ 
es” would depreciate the value of 
their property. 
I. T. Rinker and others expres­ 
sed their objections and called 
the construction of “row houses” 
of such a type a detrim ent to 
the entire village of Arlington 
Heights. 
The claim was made that Mr. 
Besinger had previously present- 
^ ed to a group of citizens plans for 
W homes that he expected to build 
on most of the lots in question. 
The citizens at that time expres­ 
sed their approval of such plans. 
The present plans are entirely 
different. 
Mr. Besinger, who was present 
w ith his attorney, admitted the 
truth of this latter claim. He al­ 
so agreed, when requested by the 
board, to stop present construc­ 
tion until the status of the pres­ 
ent permits could be ascertained.

THE DISCUSSION ended w hen 
the Board unanimously approved 
a motion that the Board declare 
a moratorium stopping construc­ 
tion of all “type 29” homes and 
its variations in the Besinger de­ 
velopment until objections are 
investigated.

14. Dues to fraternal or politi­ 
cal organizations. 
15. Repaym ent of principal on 
a loan or mortgage. 
16. Special assessments on your 
property (these 
are 
additional 
cost of your property and you 
may claim them as such when 
you sell it). 
17 Tuition, 
books 
and 
inci­ 
dental expenses while attending 
school. 
• 
18. WATER TAX on your per­ 
sonal residence or quarters. This 
is not really a tax but a service 
charge for the use of w ater, ana 
you may claim such expense on­ 
ly if you pay it for , property 
which produces income. 
19. Federal income taxes and 
penalties w hether for delinquen­ 
cy, negligence or fraud. 
The in­ 
terest you pay the government 
on any deficiency is deductible. 
20. Loss of a ring, suitcase, etc , 
which you cannot prove was stol­ 
en. 
21. Fines paid for violations of 
law. 
22. Any 
am ounts 
withheld 


from your salary or wages for 
pensions, annuities, social secur­ 
ity and Federal old age benefit. 
YOU ARE TAXABLE on the 
total am ount of your earnings be­ 
fore your em ployer deducts the 
w ithholding tax, social security, 
and any am ounts you may auth­ 
orize him to withhold from your 
pay for union

NEED CHILDREN 


We are calling to your atten­ 
tion a change in the provision of 
the state law on advertising re­ 
garding the placement of chil­ 
dren. 
Under the amended law 
“no 
person shall publish or cause to 
be published any advertisement 
that a child is 
available 
for 
placement or is offered for place­ 
ment or seeking or soliciting a 
child for placement.” However, 
the law provides that a licensed 
child welfare agency may adver­ 
tise to secure homes in which to 
board children under its care. 
We will be glad to furnish you 
with a list of licensed child wel­ 
fare agencies in this region. 
This means, according to an 
interpretation given by the At­ 
torney General, that no foster 
home, licensed or not, may ad­ 
vertise seeking a child for care 
and no family can advertise of­ 
fering a child for placement. 
We would appreciate it if you 
would refer any persons coming 
to your attention to advertise a 
child for placement or wanting 
a child to care for, to The De­ 
partment of Public Welfare Re­ 
gional Office II, 160 N. LaSalle 
St., Room 1500. Telephone: Fi. 
6-2000, Extension 739. 
Members of our staff will be 
glad to explaui to these individ­ 
uals the provisions of the law 
as well as the necessity for ap­ 
plication for a license to care 
for children.

Airports and Airplanes 


There is an interesting rub* of 
common 
law’ w’hich holds that 
every- property owTner possesses 
the space above his land.

"owns a column of air to th 
sky” is one way the rule ha 
been put: 
It follow’s from this 
th^t any invasion of this column 
i of air bv another is a trespass. 
‘ And the courts have so held.

But w ith the coming of 
the, 
airplane and its increased 
use, 
something had to be done about 
this rule. 
Otherwise every tim e: 
i a pilot made a flight he wou!l| 
I be guilty of hundreds of tres- 
I passes. 
Accordingly the courts 
I now hold that the invasion «»f 
this "colum n” Is permissible in 
the interest of aviation, but that 
the property owner may recover 
for negligent acts. 
The Illinois Aeronautics

defines “ navigable air space* 
as 
that above the 
minimum a lti­ 
tudes of flight prescribed by thr 
state law or regulation.

| flying below such a prescribed

The month-long program 
for 
the third A nnual 
Festival 
of 
Contem porary Arts, to be held 
at the U niversity of Illinois Feb. 
26-April 3, was announced 
by 
Mrs Leah Trelease, festival co­ 
ordinator. 
Featuring present-day activity 
in art, music, the dance, drama, 
motion pictures, architecture, and 
landscape architecture, the pro­ 
gram w ill include concerts, plays, 
an opera workshop dem onstra­ 
tion, num erous 
exhibits, 
and 
lectures by prom inent 
persons 
recognized as authorities in their 
special fields of activity. 
The festival, designed to a t­
